GENEVA The world’s largest 
atom smasher conducted its 
first experiments at condi- 
tions nearing those after the 
Big Bang, breaking its own 
record for high-energy col- 
lisions with proton beams 
crashing into each other 
Tuesday at three times more 
force than ever before. 

In a milestone for the 
$io billion Large Hadron 
Collider’s ambitious bid to 
reveal details about theoret- 
ical particles and microforc- 
es, scientists at the Europe- 
an Organization for Nuclear 
Research, or CERN, took 
high-tech photographs so 
they could study the disin- 
tegrating protons after they 
collided at a combined ener- 
gy level of 7 trillion electron 
volts. 

The collisions herald a new era for researchers 
working on the machine in a 17-mile tunnel below 
the Swiss-French border at Geneva. RedEye took 
the opportxmity Tuesday to chart some other explo- 
sive and not-so-explosive events in the news, accord- 
ing The Associated Press and Bloomberg.

Chicago police say 
they shot and killed a 
man on the Northwest 
Side after he aimed a 
gun at them, but fami- 
ly and friends deny the 
account and pointed 
Hardy out that the man was 

shot in the back. 

William Hardy, 27, of Broadview, was shot 
about 9:15 p.m. Monday after officers re- 
sponded to calls of shots fired near Hirsch 
Street and Mayfield Avenue in North Austin, 
police said. 

The officers reported that they saw Hardy 
who matched the description of the shooter, 
and tried to stop him, police said. 

Hardy ignored their orders, turned away 
pulled out a gun and fled, police said. The offi- 
cers chased him and ordered him to stop. 

At that point. Hardy pointed the gun in 
the direction of the officers, and one of them 
opened fire and shot him, police said. A weap- 
on was recovered at the scene, they said. 

Hardy was taken to Loyola University 
Medical Center in Maywood, where he was 
pronounced dead shortly after midnight, ac- 
cording to the Cook County medical exam- 
iner’s office. 

Family and friends who gathered at the 
home of Hard/s sister Tuesday said police 
were not justified. 

“The man didn’t even get to take two steps 
and then he was shot in the back,” said Cor^ 
Lofton, who said he was with Harcfy at the time. 

Lofton said Hardy began running when 
police arrived and tossed a gun in the street 
before he was shot. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s of- 
fice confirmed that Hardy sustained a gun- 
shot wound to the back. 

Chicago police spokesman Roderick Drew 
said there “doesn’t appear to be any wrongdo- 
ing” on the part of the officer who shot Hardy 
but said that’s for the Independent Police 
Review Authority— which investigates shoot- 
ings involving police officers— to determine.

Cakegirls owners

A day after a fire ravaged their boutique cake 
shop, Mary and Brenda Maher began making 
the phone calls they had been dreading since the 
blaze consumed the Lakeview building where 
they launched Cakegirls in 2003. 

“We lost our entire business,” Mary Maher 
told one customer Tuesday over the phone. ‘And 
we won’t be able to make your cake.” 

The Maher sisters, who rose to national celeb- 
rity after appearing on TV, said they have at least 
500 orders outstanding for cakes that can cost 
more than $1,000 each. 

On Tuesday they announced plans to reim- 
burse customers who had made orders for cele- 
brations this week, including cakes in the shapes 
of a TAG Heuer watch and a snowmobile. One 
customer had even planned to propose to his girl- 


friend at the store next weekend. 

“We are going to go order by order and try to 
refund the money, and hopefully our insurance 
will cover all we lose,” Brenda Maher said as she 
sifted through ink-smeared orders damaged by 
water in the fire. 

The sisters, who gained attention for their 
unique designs, said they still hope to create 
many of the hundreds of cakes ordered for the 
coming months if they can find a new location by 
the end of April or early May 

“We are not trying to scam anybody We are 
honest businesswomen and, of course, we care 
about our customers,” Brenda Maher said. “But 
ultimately there are many things we are dealing 
with right now.”

Alleged terror 
backer stays 
in custody 

A Chicago cabdriver charged last week with 
trying to send a few hundred dollars to a Paki- 
stani terrorist leader with links to al-Qaida 
will remain in custody after deciding Tuesday 
not to contest detention. 

But the attorney for Raja Lahrasib Khan 
said he will likely fight detention at some 
point. “I think there are conditions [for re- 
lease] that I will be able to propose,” said 
Chicago attorney Thomas Anthony Durkin, 
who has recently handled cases of detainees 
at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

The hearing was attended by Khan’s wife 
and one of his sons, as well as several cabdriv- 
ers, some of whom shook their heads on see- 
ing Khan dressed in an orange jail jumpsuit. 

Khan looks forward to challenging the 
evidence against him, Durkin said. After 
court, the lawyer called the criminal com- 
plaint filed last week an “incredibly one- 
sided document” and noted that most of the 
references to al-Qaida seemed to come from 
an undercover agent with whom Khan was 
unwittingly dealing. 

Some of those conversations secretly were 
recorded by the government and allegedly 
captured Khan speaking about meeting in 
Pakistan with terror figure Ilyas Kashmiri. 

Khan is accused of sending a money trans- 
fer of about $950 to an overseas contact and 
with later attempting to send $700 in cash 
given to him by the undercover agent, pur- 
portedly to support Kashmiri and al-Qaida. 


Man indicted in 
Darien deaths 

A DuPage County grand jury has indicted a 
man in connection with the deaths of three 
members of a suburban Chicago family 

The grand jury handed down a 26 -count 
indictment Tuesday charging Johnny Borizov 
with the murders of Jeffrey Kramer, Lori 
Kramer and their son, 20 -year-old Michael 
Kramer. 

Prosecutors say Borizov persuaded Jacob 
Nodarse to kill Angela Kramer, her parents 
and brother over a custody dispute. Angela 
Kramer escaped injury by hiding in a closet. 
Nodarse is to be arraigned before Judge Dan- 
iel Guerin on April 7. 

Prosecutors have said both Borizov and 
Nodarse are eligible for the death penalty but 
that no decision has been made to seek it. 

Marc Wolfe, Borizov’s attorney, has said his 
client will plead not guilty
